AFTER-HARVEST CULTIVATION 


When is the best time to fall cul- 
tivate? Kecords at the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station indicate that 
something is to be gained by blad 
ing stubble immediately after har 
vest or even right behind the com- 
ovine at harvest time, 

The advantages? Weeds, particu- 
larly Russian thistle, skeleton weed 
and various pigweeds, which would 
otherwise grow rapidly once the 
crop had been taken off, are killed 
whilst they are still small. This de. 
struction of weed growth leads di 
rectly to conservation of moisture 
The following year, providing there 
is sufficient moisture in the soil te 


|; Warrant seeding a crop on stubble, 


the absence of large dried-out weeds 
will make preparation and seeding 
much easier. 

Laie fall blading is less benefi- 
cial than that which is done immed. 
jately after harvest as weeds may 
have seeded and moisture been lost. 
However, even late blading results 
in control of the winter annval 
weeds such as shepherd’s purse and 
Which normally _ live 
through the winter and resume 
growing in the spring. 

Use of the blade implement after 


harvest leaves the stubble erect 


}and so furnishes greater protection 


against wind and water erosion than 
the one-way and dise which break 
down the siubble. Blading also in- 
ereases germination of weed seeds 
and, as the bladed soil is loose in 


the spring, the first spring culti- 
vation may be done with a _ rod 


weeder, 


FARM FIELD DAYS 


One result of the field days was 
to bring out the information that 
many farmers have not yet realized 
the need for timing in applying 2,4-D 
Some of them remarked that the 
claims made for the effectiveness of 
the chemical seemed exaggerated. 
it was explained in reply that death 
of weeds from 2,4-D is a result of 
speeding up growth, and if the 


plants are not growing rapidly at the 
time of application the killing effect 
of the chemical is reduced, Timing 


is very important During dry weath 


er for instance, when growing is at 
a standstill, there is not much point 


in spraying or dusting. The weeds 
be set back a little but they 


| will not be killed. 


SOME CAUSES OF 
FAILURE WITH 2,4-D 


Though the new herbicide, 2,4-D, 
is a remarkable weed killer, it is 
not perfect. The results from the 
earliest experiments led to the be- 
lief that all plants of the grass fam- 
ily, ineluding barley 
and rye were immune to injury from 


wheat, oats, 
2,4-D applications, but later experi- 
ments have shown this belief to be 
wrong, says A. C. Carder, Dominion 
Experimental Station, Beaverlodge, 
Alta. Plants of the grass family 
are susceptible to injury from 2,4-D 
if it is applied in too large amounts. 
When using 2,4-D to kill weeds in 
grain, no more should be used thau 
is necessary to kill the species o1 
weed In this way 
the minimum of injury will be caus- 
ed to the grain. 

Time of applying 2,4-D is very 
important. Weeds are most easily 
killed by this chemical when they 
are young, succulent, and growing 
rapidly. It makes little impression 
on mature plants. 

The weather is an important face- 
tor when applying 2,4-D. A strong 
wind may cause drifting of the 
spray or dust, causing uneven dis- 
tribution and imperfect kill of 
weeds. Rain soon after applicatio 1 
may wash off some of the slower 
acting brands of 2,4-D such as 
sodium salts. With the quicker act- 
ing amine and ester brands there 
is less danger of failure from this
